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CORALS AND CORAL REEFS ARE IMPORTANT 
IN PRESERVING THE ECOSYSTEM BECAUSE 
THEY HAVE THE ABILITY TO COLLECT 
HARMFUL HEAVY METALS FROM WATER. 
Sadly, toxic ocean pollution has caused the 
death of many of these eco-preserving corals. 

Researchers from China have found a way to save dying 
corals and to reduce ocean pollution through a synthetic 
substance that can absorb harmful metals that pollute 
water. Using aluminum oxide, a substance proven to 
be effective in eliminating pollutants, the team formed 
“synthetic corals” that can mimic the ability of organic 
coral to clean water. 


So far tests have been 
very positive. The team 
conducted an experiment 
to purge mercury from 
water using the synthetic 
coral and found that 
the aluminum oxide 
was two and a half 
times more effective at 
eliminating pollutants than 
traditionally structured 
nanoparticles.

A simple heater 
requires heating 
water to heat up a 
radiator to heat up 
air that is finally 
emitted to heat 
up a room. This process not only 
consumes energy but inevitably adds 
up to energy costs. 

UK-based startup Xefro has 
introduced a short cut to the process 
by developing a heating system that 
gets heat directly to its intended 
recipient. By using graphene as a 
main heating element, the company 
estimates cost savings by 25 to 
75 percent. 

Because graphene uses minimal 
thermal mass, heat can be turned 
on and off quickly so that energy is 
not wasted. The system combines a 
graphene-based heating element with 
an electronic system that has smart 
switching algorithms to control heat 
instantly via Wi-Fi. This combination 
provides the real cost savings. 

Xefro has made the system available 
in the UK since July this year 
and is expected to expand to other 
markets within the year.

Scientists at the University of Texas in Austin are nearly 
completing research to develop energy-efficient windows 
that can transmit light without transmitting heat or allow 
heat in while blocking light. 

The new window technology by Professor Delia Milliron 
and her team uses small doses of electricity to 
dynamically “switch” a nanocrystal material between 
two modes: warm and cool. 

The team is now trying to come up with ways to 
manufacture these smart windows in a low-cost manner. 
Sooner than later, we may be looking out these cool 
smart windows.

Origami' bridge can help save your life 

The intricate folds of the traditional Japanese art of origami have inspired 
scientists from Hiroshima University to come up with a prototype of a mobile 
bridge that can be used during calamities. 

The Mobile Bridge Version 4.0 lMB4.0)-“the world’s fastest, largest, 
strongest, and lightest expanding temporary bridge”- can contract like 
an accordion and can be towed on a trailer when not in use. When needed, 
its modular design allows it to fold out in a scissor-like action, allowing its 
lanes to extend end to end and form a platform for vehicles to use. 

The 70-foot long bridge can be set up in about five minutes and needs 
no cranes or construction foundation, which means it’s really handy in 
moments of great need. 

Fly-Bag absorbs bomb blasts in planes 


On a December night in 1988 
a few days before Christmas, a 
bomb exploded in a Pan Am flight 
killing all 259 passengers aboard. 
Over two decades later, the world 
is still afraid of terrorist threats 
like the Lockerbie bombing, calling 
out for more innovations to keep 
aircrafts safe. One such invention 
was recently introduced in the 
form of bomb-proof "bags” 
that can contain blasts and 
searing gases. 

If a bomb is smuggled in a 
passenger’s luggage, the Fly- 
Bag bomb-proof lining can stop 


flying shrapnel and absorb 
shockwaves from explosions 
that can otherwise cut through 
a plane’s fuselage. Different 
layers of fabric-including 
Kevlar and Shear Thickening 
Fluid-will give the lining enough 
strength to withstand an impact 
moving at 20,000mph and resist 
temperatures as high as 3,000°C. 

Tests have demonstrated that 
a plane’s luggage hold lined with 
Fly-Bag may be able to contain the 
force of an explosion should 
a device be detonated during 
a flight.

On a mission to empower 
the visually impaired so they 
can read their own messages 
themselves instead of listening 
to Siri’s robotic voice, Dot, a 
Korean startup, developed the 
world’s first Braille smartwatch. 

The device is called Dot, and it 
features a module that houses 
four cells of six active dots 
each, which display four Braille 
characters at once. The dots 
corresponding to the pattern 
protrude from the device’s 
surface, allowing users to 
read text messages and even 
e-books with their fingertips at 
customizable speeds.

It comes with four modules: the camera, 
screen, battery, and core, which houses 
the processor, memory, and storage. If a 
student wishes to upgrade, all he has to 
do is swap out the different modules. It's 
so easy to assemble that even a child or 
his grandpa can do it. And because it's 
designed for young learners, it's tough 
and ready for play. It may not be affordable 
for everyone yet, with the unit priced 
at around $250, but sales will go to the 
distribution of the Infinity for those who 
cannot afford it.

Well, a bunch of MIT researchers are 
proposing a new camera that will never 
overexpose a picture. 


Unlike the traditional high-dynamic range 
(HDR) feature found in cameras today, 
the team’s modulo camera needs only 
a single exposure instead of capturing 
multiple photos at different exposures. 


No word yet if or when this 
technology will turn you 
into a “pro” photographer 
by simply pointing 
and shooting at your 
subjects. But more than 
transforming everyday 
photography, the MIT team 
sees other uses for this technology, such as guiding robots 
around their environments (since robots require accurate 
imagery) and helping self-driving cars stay on course 
despite quick light changes. 

El Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
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In HDR mode, the sensor captures 
three levels of exposure and combines 
them together to produce a “perfectly 
exposed” photo. In the modulo camera’s 
case, its sensor uses an algorithm to 
record large amounts of light without 
blowing out the pixels. This is done by 
tricking a light sensor into absorbing 
more than its maximum level of light, 
and resetting individual pixels’ sensitivity 
when its maximum exposure level 
has been reached.

That’s right: glue. 

After observing how mussels can stubbornly bind themselves to the bottom of 
boats, harbors, and rocks, Korean scientists at Pohang University of Science 
and Technology developed a light-activated, mussel protein-based bioadhesive 
(LAMBA) that could hold body tissue together. Just like with the proteins that 
help mussels adhere to surfaces in wet and turbulent conditions, LAMBA is 
strong yet flexible enough to withstand changes inside the human body. 

Stitches and staples may cause scarring and issues with more delicate human 
tissue. Cyanoacrylate (a.k.a. super glue) can be used as a temporary fix for 


LAMBA, on the other hand, 
is derived from tyrosines, an amino acid 
found in mussels, dragonfly wings, and 
insect cuticles. This substance becomes 
sturdier when exposed to visible light, 
even when submerged in water. LAMBA 
provides the structural stability needed to 
seal open injuries that cannot be addressed 
by standard surgical procedures. It also 
activates within 60 seconds, making it a 
highly efficient way to get you out of a sticky 
emergency situation. 





Google Life Sciences has come up 
with a more convenient solution for 
diabetics: a bandage-sized blood 
glucose monitor. 

Their partner DexCom, a firm 
that specializes in manufacturing 
glucose monitoring devices, will 
be responsible for building the 
sensors, while Life Sciences 
will develop the device’s 
miniaturization. According to 
DexCom, the project’s goal is to 
create a more low-cost, disposable, 
and real-time system for 
addressing the needs of both Type 1 
and Type 2 diabetes patients. 

Unlike with finger stick testing, 
the device is designed to be 


less obtrusive for the wearer’s 
convenience. 

Aside from being portable and easy 
to use, the new glucose monitor 
connects to the cloud so patients 
and their respective healthcare 
providers can easily store and 
access medical information from 
anywhere. This also enables Google 
to analyze data to improve patient 
outcomes and provide them with 
more “actionable information’’ on 
diabetes management. 

The product will be exclusively 
distributed by DexCom, and is 
expected to hit the market in two or 
three years.

The Moodnotes app is designed 
to help you “process” your 
feelings daily and aid in your 
personal understanding 
of certain mood patterns, 
triggers, and other emotions.

The app works by sending daily notifications asking you 
to rate your overall mood through emoticons. You are then 
presented with questions that are aimed to help you delve 
deeper into your emotions and, in the process, help you 
“know yourself” more. 

Moodnotes also gives advice and solutions to so-called 
“thinking traps” that trigger low emotions, sadness and 
frustrations, happiness, arousal, or excitement. According 
to some users, over time, the app has helped them manage 
stress levels and even eased their grief during trying times, 
such as the death of a relative or friend. Some have also said 
that they have been more “open” in Moodnotes than in actual 
sessions with therapists. While others say that the app 
is no replacement for actual human interaction, it can 
sometimes prove useful during times of solitude. 

The app is also good for journal-keepers or those 
who simply want to document daily musings 
and random thoughts.

IS THE STYLUS 


COMEBACK? 


When multi-touch 

smartphones and tablets 
became mainstream, the 
technology was so good 
that it retired old notions 
of input like physical 
keyboards and pen styli 
for data entry. When Steve 
Jobs introduced the 
iPhone's software keyboard, 
he said that the stylus was 
undesirable and clunky, and 
that our fingers were all 
that we needed. 

That might be true for 
navigating apps, keying in 
numbers, and some basic 
interaction, but the problem 
with human fingers is 
that they're not great for 
detailed drawing or writing. 

The mightier pen 

This is why stylus and 
virtual pad companies like 
Wacom have thrived for 
years as the best way to 
get detailed drawings and 


written test into PCs. 

With touch-screen devices, 
there's always been a 
temptation to use cheap 
stylus accessories, which 
don't really do much more than what fingers 
can accomplish. 

A capacitive stylus, on the other hand, 
brings various levels of pressure and control, 
which when applied directly on a screen or 
display, ensure an almost paper-like realism 
and degree of control. 

The next generation of tablets and 2-in-1 
devices like the Microsoft Surface Pro 3, 
Lenovo Yoga, and Apple iPad Pro have stylus 
input that boasts pressure control, varying 
brush type emulations, and the power to 
replicate even more complex mediums 
like oil on canvas, water color, and chalk. 
Generating these very nuanced mediums 
on a digital scale takes astounding 
computational and graphics power 
(especially on a Retina Display in the 
case of the iPad Pro). 

Looking at phablets, particularly the 
Samsung GALAXY Note 4 (which I have 
used extensively), the addition of a smart 
stylus is a definite plus. Sure, there aren't 
that many third-party apps supporting 
Samsung's S Pen, but the ones that ship 
with the Note 4 (and I presume, the NoteS), 
are quite rock solid.

It may seem old fashioned, 
but there's nothing quite 
as effective as pulling 
out a notebook and a 
pen to quickly jot down 
an idea, work on a sketch, 
or simply write down one's 
pressing thoughts.

To be able to replicate this 
with our smartphones 
or tablets is something 
that does have merit and 
might become more than a 
trendy feature.

While much better than the endlessly 
indecisive AF on the EOS M, the AF on the 
EOS M3 experiences difficulty in focusing 
on what’s already right in front of it and 
within good distance— say, three feet. 

With everything else held constant, the 
AF is inconsistent in its ability to focus, 
and it does get absolutely irritating. 


Image quality is very Canon. The photos are 
what you expect to have— and love— from a 
mirrorless camera with a large sensor. The 
colors look realistic, and the depth of field is 
apparent with a smooth bokeh. I took the ECS

LG upgrades its stylus-touting handset 
with the release of a more affordable yet 
improved G4 Stylus, succeeding the more 
expensive G3 Stylus. Beyond the packaging, 
we also look into some core specs and 
features to gauge its strength in the market.

With a similar sexy-Looking 
curved design like the flagship 
G4, you’re guaranteed that it’s 
an elegant-looking 5.7-inch 
phablet that you won’t feel 
ashamed to take out of your 
bag or pocket.

It would have been better if it were 
equipped with a Full FID display, although I am glad 
that Lenovo didn’t opt for an even bigger screen. 

The P70’s slight setback is its camera. While capable 
of shooting good quality images in good to moderate 
lighting, photos sometimes reveal a reddish tone and 
unnatural colors when taken in low-light conditions. 
But what it lacks in photography prowess, it makes up 
for in performance. Its 1 .7GFIz octa-core processor 
mated to a 2GB RAM is a good buy for an P1 1 ,990 phone.

HRA or high-resolution audio is the next 
frontier in digital music, taking listening 
experiences everywhere to a whole new level. 
Okay, perhaps not everywhere, but mostly in 
the homes and office cubicles of the people 
who can afford it— at least, for now. 


US. They aren’t your everyday 
music Listening fare. What they 
offer— a sturdy build, the promise 
of high-fidelity sound, and premium 
technology— could just be the stuff 
that an audiophile’s dreams are 
made of. 


Competing with turntables and vinyl records for 
audiophiles’ budget and storage space, hi-res digital 
audio players (DAPs) and FLAG files are replacing iPods 
and MP3s. Still not satisfied, music-loving commoners 
have started adding headphone amplifiers, boosting the 
clarity and volume of sound to maximize the lossless 
compression of digital audio. 

This triad of a portable FIRA setup from Sony is just 
one example of how far the lust for FIRA has brought 


Sony takes high-resolution audio 
seriously, and so do we. That’s 
why we are reviewing nothing less than Sony’s flagship 
models from their 2015 Fli-Res Audio lineup: Walkman 
NW-ZX2, MDR-Z7 headphones, and PFIA-3 headphone 
amplifier. 

The whole setup costs as much as an old car. 

This is madness, you say? No, this is Sony. 
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Sony MDR-Z7 


If you're after a full sound, powerful bass, and as 
much detail as you can get from digital sound, then 
the Sony MDR-Z7 headphones should be on your 
list of options. But you should also have P32,599 
stashed away for a pair. 

The MDR-Z7 doesn't throw sound all over the place; 
the experience doesn’t feel 3D in that sense. The 4 to 
100,000Hz frequency range tells you that your highs 
and lows are well-represented. While these are loud 
headphones, the output seems more contained and 
deep, and whether that's a good thing or not depends 
on the listener’s preference. However, you can be 
assured that the MDR-Z7 can take no matter what 
you're listening to thanks to its 70ohm impedance 
and 102dB capacity. 


The over-ear closed design 
cancels out noise, although that's 
not exactly a key feature of the 
headphones. The build feels very 
solid and unfortunately, heavy on 
the head. Pair these headphones 
with any hi-fi player or headphone 
amp and you’re good to go. 

These are the only headphones 
I know that come with balanced 
connection. That is significant 
if you’re after real stereo sound 
where the left and right channels 
remain intact separately. However, 
you can't connect this with just 
about any player, so check your 
existing audio equipment (or To 
Buy list) if you really have use for 
it. Otherwise, you are left with the 
normal headphone cable it comes 
with, which still produces excellent 
sound, but it would still be better 
if you can maximize the balanced 
connection. 





Sony Walkman 
NW-ZX2 


This monster of a media player 
is literally and figuratively heavy. 
The Sony Walkman NW-ZX2's 
build is extremely sturdy and can 
induce a concussion thanks to 
its heavy aluminum alloy frame. 
It adds so much weight to my 
everyday carry that I can't quite 
justify bringing it with me all the 
time. All the control buttons are 
on the right side and are slightly 
depressed from the body, which 
takes getting used to, especially 
when you put the unit inside the 
provided carrying case. 


The alloy frame and copper-gold- 
plated chassis aim to eliminate 
vibrations that could devalue your 
listening experience and which 
would be more evident when playing 
bass-heavy tracks. 

The NW-ZX2 runs on Android, so 
you can install it with apps from the 
Google Play Store as you wish. You 
can also watch videos on it, but the 
4-inch screen is too small for any 
decent movie experience. The large- 
capacity battery is reliable; even 
when playing FLAG files, you won’t 
have to charge the NW-ZX2 for days. 

Sound quality is hands down superb 
whether paired with the MDR-Z7 
alone or with the addition of the 
PHA-3. The 128GB built-in storage 
is a generous offer for lossless file 
formats and is even expandable via 
microSD. 

The P52,999 price tag would make 
this too steep for many people. Not 
that expensive DAPs aren’t on the 
market now, with some even selling 
for up to $2,000, but decent hi-res 
players from lesser mainstream 
brands are already available for less 
than $500. And when compared with 
some of these DAPs, there is not 
much difference in sound quality to 
warrant the difference in price. 



Sony PHA-3 


The Sony PHA-3 looks like 
a headphone amplifier on 
steroids. It is portable in the 
sense that you can take it with 
you. Even though it fits in your 
bag, the unit adds so much 
hardware that I feel it is better 
off left in the house with the 
Walkman NW-ZX2. 

Using this with the Walkman 
NW-ZX2 doesn’t bring much 
improvement on sound clarity 
and volume, probably because the 
NW-ZX2 is already a very capable 
media player. However, you should 
know that without the PHA-3 in the 
mix, you won’t be able to maximize 
the MDR-Z7’s balanced connection 
because the NW-ZX2 (and most 
likely whatever DAP you are using) 
doesn’t have two jacks for input. 

The PHA-3’s power becomes more 
evident and useful when it is paired 
with a non-Sony DAP or a lower- 
model Walkman. Any setup would 
find a significant upgrade with the 
PHA-3. Even your midrange Ibasso 
or Fiio would benefit greatly from 
the addition of this headphone amp. 
The PHA-3 opens up the sound very 
well and adds an immense amount 
of volume, which you can control via 
the gain switch. 

What you should take note of is the 
kind of headphones that you use 
with the PHA-3. Even the headphone 
models that I thought were very 
capable proved to be insufficient in 
sustaining the power that the PHA-3 
can deliver. That means, on top of 
the P43,999 that you would spend 
for the PHA-3, you also have to get 
high-quality headphones for your 
upgrade to really be useful.

I was in high schooi when Honda reieased the first-generation HR-V in the

The water 
cylinder houses freshwater fish, adding 
nutrients to the water supply that act as 
fertilizer for the vegetables. 





V yHybrid Road Train 

Our current train system is in such a dire 
state. Hopefully, with the Hybrid Road 
Train, which runs on either electric 
batteries or diesel fuel, we have a 
sustainable solution. It is a 40-meter- 
long train with five coaches and four 
air-conditioned cabins that can carry up 
to 60 passengers. The Hybrid Road Train,

That means we also 
produce a lot of waste from coconut husk called 
coco coir. The Malingao Community Service 
Multipurpose Cooperative (MCOCO) in Lanao del 
Norte is a community enterprise that enables 
local residents to help produce twine and related 
products like coco mats and geo nets from coco 
coir. The area thrives on the coconut industry, 
and therefore has an abundance of coco coir. 
Aside from reusing waste, MCOCO provides 
several employment opportunities and a steady 
income for the community. 


Burn soother 

Do away with cotton dressings 
and chemical solutions. Nata 
de coco can now be used to 
treat burns. Filipino nurse 
Denver Chicano came up 
with VERMAC, which is made 
of coconut milk processed 
into cellulose patches, and 
can be applied to burns and 
other external wounds to 
help facilitate the healing 
process. As it is with nata de 
coco, VERMAC stores water 
and cools the skin very well, 
making it an ideal soothing 
treatment. 


Naturescast 

Naturescast is a line of elegant 
furniture made of biodegradeable 
and recyclable forest debris like 
dead twigs, fallen bark, and dead 
shrubs. Made by Nature's Legacy, 
this furniture line includes wall 
hangings, lamps, vases, decorative 
bowls, chairs, and even walls 
and ceilings. The materials 
are bound together with an 
odorless water-based binder, 
and contain no VOC (Volatile 
Organic Compound), making 
them safe for the environment. 


Nature’s Legacy, a company 
that specializes in transforming 
various natural waste products into 
beautiful home furnishings, has 
been around for a while now, and 
this longevity makes the enterprise 
noteworthy today.

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ARCHITECTURAL STRATEGIES IN REDESIGNING 
A GREENER METRO MANILA 
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D uring an out of town 
trip, you must have 
looked out of the 
window of a car, bus, 
or airplane and saw lush green 
fields, sun-baked beaches, 
or mountain silhouettes 
outlining the horizon. 


But on the way back home, those 
humbling mountains soon dissipate into 
towering skyscrapers clouded in gray 
smog, while the seemingly endless fields 
become concrete jungles jampacked with 
shanties lying on top of each other. 

You stop in disappointment and ask 
yourself, "Is there hope for Metro Manila 
to become a green urban paradise?” 
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Seeking greener pasturls 

Rapid urbanization has taken its tolljpn the country 
and the environment. Over the past decades, families 
plagued by the lack of livelihood and opportunities 
from far-flung provinces move to the city in hopes 
of a better life and working opportunity. This has 
contributed greatly to Metro Manila’s population 
that now stands 12 million strong. 


One way metropolitan areas address this influx is by 
converting green open spaces into profitable structures 
such as commercial malls and expensive housing 
units, leaving little room for green space. As of 2010, 
the National Capital Region has a mere 2,214 hectares 
of forested areas, according to the Department of 
Environment and Natural Resources. Compared with 
the country’s total of 6,839,718 hectares of forest, that 
number equates to a mere 0.0003 percent. 

Malls have also replaced public parks as our go-to 
hangout spot. Seldom do families nowadays invite their 
families to a park picnic. Most of the time, the first 
option is to eat out at one of the new restaurants in the 
city or at the neighborhood fast food chain. 



Green spaces contribute to oxygen generation as welt 
and remove harmful carbon from the atmosphere, as 
mentioned in John Heinze’s “Benefits of Green Space.” 

Additionally, open and green spaces provide recreational 
areas for residents, and help enhance the beauty 
and quality of neighborhoods, as affirmed by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

Green and profitable 

Gilles sees hope in going green despite the rapid boom 
of skyscrapers across the Metro. One of her solutions: 
green architecture. 

Her study claims that going green does not necessarily 
mean a loss of revenue for private firms. In fact, the 
study concludes that green spaces attract people, 
thereby making up for the revenue lost to green space. 
Looking at the Greenbelt mall, Gilles pointed out that 
“the park acts as a magnet to generate volume of foot 
traffic, which spills over to the shops and restaurants 
located nearest to it.” 


Economy vs green 

Given this pace at which today’s economy-driven 



nation grows, do we still have room for green spaces 
and green technology? j 

To find out. Speed sought the expert advice of Architect 
Marie Stephanie N. Gilles, a Principal Architect and 
Planner of SND Design Enterprise, and Chairperson 
of United Architects of the Philippines Emergency 
Architects. She shared with us her study titled 
“Evaluating the Sustainability of Green Open Spaces 
in Shopping Malls: The Ayala Greenbelt Experience,” 
which was recognized as Best Paper and Best 
Presentation award during the Second Asia Future 
Conference held in August 2014 at Bali, Indonesia. 

Looking into a select number of malls, the study found 
out that TriNoma, SM North EDSA, and Glorietta allotted 
a mere 5 to 7 percent to green space, while Greenbelt 
recorded a high of 33 to 35 percent. 

According to Gilles, this low amount of green space 
in commercial establishments can be derived from a 
trend in today’s “consumerist society” that regards 
“practicality and profitability” as “foremost in the scale 
of priorities.” 

True enough, modern society does see progress in 
developing the economy to uplift the nation. But does 
this mean that green space ought to be compromised? 

Go green for a reason 

Why the need for green? 

For one, green spaces contribute to air and water 
purification by trapping pollutants, according to 
Nonprofit Environmental Health Research Foundation. 
They also prevent erosion by thwarting nutrient run-off, 
and are vital in maintaining temperature levels. 
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Using this study as a takeoff point, it is safe to say that 
commercial establishments can use Greenbelt’s 
design as a “blueprint" to going green, and that 
going green does not always compromise profit. 

To invite more commercial firms to adopt green 
spaces, Gilles suggests that local laws must mandate 
commercial establishments to allot a minimum of 1 0 
to 1 5 percent of their area to unpaved surfaces. 
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Passive vs active green design 

But getting commercial establishments 
to go green is only one piece of the puzzle. 


Active green design, on the other hand, makes use 
of greener equipment and technologies but requires 
greater investment and production cost. 


Resourcefui building 

But not everyone can buy high-tech green materials, 
especially in a developing country like the Philippines. 

To address this, there is a need 
for more resourceful approaches 
in grassroots communities, and 
this is where the role of civil 
society and non-government 
organizations comes into play. 
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The group made a list of low-cost 
projects that incorporate green 
architectural principles. Building 
materials, for instance, can be 
made low cost through recycling. 
Bricks can be made out of 
agricultural wastes such as 
rice hull, corn husk, or even 


plastic byproducts.

In another study titled “Innovative Approaches in 
Reducing Energy Consumption in the Philippines,” 
structures are proposed to adopt energy-saving solutions 
as well by integrating what the study coined as passive 
and active green design. Gilles wrote this study together 
with Juvy Balbarona and Josefina de Asis, graduate 
students at the University of the Philippines, 
and in collaboration with Prof. Weijun Gao of the 
University of Kitakyushu. 


Passive green design analyzes a structure’s site and its 
peripherals, including lighting and cooling. 

Building windows and doors, for instance, can be 
positioned to allow more sunlight to penetrate, reducing 
the need for interior lighting. Similarly, a structure’s 
ventilation must be considered given that much of 
our electricity consumption is due to temperature- 
controlling appliances such as fans and air conditioners. 


Barangay Bagumbuhay in Quezon City recycles 
at least 80 percent of their garbage into bricks 
that can be used on sidewalks and the like. 


Alternative energies can also be tapped. 

The group cited My Shelter Foundation’s Liter 
of Light project, which uses an empty 
PET bottle with added water, bleach, and salt 
to produce light. 


Resourceful structures can be made out of 
waste as well. The group suggested looking 
into the use of shipping containers and 
container vans that are classified as Class C 
(no longer seaworthy) or Class D (junk) 
as temporary housing. 


What can we do? 

To fully integrate going green into modern 
structures and urban spaces, there is a need 
for a comprehensive green development plan, 
pooling together various sectors of society. 


For now, we can start first with having more 
green spaces in commercial establishments, 
the government looking for better alternative 
sources of renewable energy and mandating 
green laws, economically capable private 
institutions adopting the latest green 
technologies and campaigns, the civil society 
educating the people about green alternatives 
and resourceful building, and using passive and 
active green designs. 


Let’s not lose hope. We have a long green future 
to win.

BREAKING THE MOLD 

Spectre’s convoluted story

“You came across me so 
many times, yet you never saw 
me,” boasts Oberhauser at one 
point in the film. 

Breaking away from the ridiculously 
young lady lead type-cast. Spectre casts 
50-year-old Italian actress Monica Belluci 
for Lucia Sciarra, a widow of an assassin 
killed by Bond.

Victor Frankenstein, however, provides 
action and humor with its pyrotechnics, 
funny buddy banters, bad haircuts, and 
hyper-realistic period detail.

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In the motoring 
world, there is no 
greater exampie of 
compromise than the 
SUV or Sports Utiiity 
Vehicle. 


SUVs aren’t cars and 
they sure aren’t trucks, 
but they straddle the line 
between these vehicle 
types. Our increasing need 
to carry more stuff and 
more people makes the 
SUV a necessity in this 
day and age, but it is far 
from perfect. 


Twenty years ago, people 
who needed more space 
than a sedan drove station 

wagons and minivans. Station wagons were generally utilitarian and 
unattractive variants of smaller cars. Very little thought was put into their 
design and styling. Even though they offered cavernous space and decent 
hauling capabilities, you always felt you were paying more for something 
that didn’t look great. 

SUVs, which are a combination of passenger car and light-truck chassis, 
seemed like the sexier alternative. They offer more space but retain small- 
car sensibilities and styling. More importantly, they don’t look boring and 
appeal to all types of buyers, not just soccer moms and midsize families. 

The problem with SUVs is that they often give their drivers a false sense of 
superiority. People tend to drive SUVs as if they were tanks, bullying their 
way around roads and highways. 

SUVs’ large bodies and higher center of gravity make them substantially 
less capable of withstanding front and side impact. SUVs are bigger, but 
they sure aren’t safer. 


Their oversized nature also dictates that 
they are less economical on gas. And if you 
add all those up, you are really paying more 
for bigger space but not much else. And the 
fact that SUVs are more expensive to insure 
makes what seemed to be a good idea just 
feel like a huge compromise. 


TESLA MODEL X 

Elon Musk revealed the Tesla Model X as 
the first all-electric SUV from the premium 
EV carmaker. Tesla didn’t just put the guts 
of their Tesla Model S sedan on a larger 
platform; they carefully considered how to 
innovate the core idea of what an SUV is, 
and the result is pretty amazing. 

The Tesla Model X looks like many of the 
existing premium SUVs that one would 
buy from Acura, BMW, or Mercedes-Benz, 
but unlike those vehicles, it runs fully on 
batteries that can be charged overnight. 

Those batteries form the base of the 
vehicle. While traditional vehicles are built 
on frames (which are hollow), the Tesla 
Model X is reinforced by the large battery 
arrays it carries. 

The front of the Model X doesn’t have an 
engine (it is electric), so that area serves as 
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Road safety has also 
been bolstered as the 
Model X continually scans 
the surrounding roadway 
with camera, radar, 
and sonar systems, 
providing the driver with 
real-time feedback to 
help avoid collisions. 

Even at highway speeds, 
the Model X is designed 
to automatically apply 
brakes in anemergency. 
Having experienced this 
when I test-drove the 
Model S, I can tell you 
that the features are 
extremely precise. 


THE GOOD STUFF 

Being an electric vehicle, 
the Tesla Model X is almost 
telepathically fast. There 
is zero lag in acceleration, 
which is stunning for a 
car of this size. On the 
Ludicrous speed-enabled 
models, the Model X easily 
accelerates from zero to 60 
miles per hour in as quick 
as 3.2 seconds. 

A more reasonable yet still 
spine-tingling 4.8-second 
0-60mph acceleration 
is available on the base 
model version. 

This supercar-like 
acceleration on a 7-seater 


extra storage big enough for a folding bike 
and integrates some strong crumple zones. 
This gives the car supreme rigidity. 

Thanks to its impressive design, the 
Model X would likely receive the highest 
safety rating of any SUV in the market 
today. Independent testing by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) has awarded the Tesla Model S, 
the sedan from which the Model X is based, 
a 5-star safety rating in every subcategory 
without exception. This bodes well for 
the Model X, which inherits a lot of the 
sedan’s safety features and even adds a 
few of its own. 

INNOVATING AT EVERY TURN 

The production of the Tesla Model X was 
delayed for a few years, and so the waiting 
list for this SUV is quite long. It seems 
Musk and his engineers took their time to 
make some really great leaps forward. 

The result is a long list of innovations that 
refreshes the tired old notions of what a 
motor (er, electric?) vehicle should be. 

The most obvious innovation is the Falcon 
Wing doors. These rear gullwing-type 
doors look like they belong in a Mercedes- 
Benz SLS AMG GT, but they are much 


smarter. What seems to be a frivolous 
design choice for an SUV turns out to be a 
real innovative solution to the old problem 
of getting in and out of your vehicle in 
tight spaces. 

The Falcon doors have two articulating 
hinges, laser sensors, and height 
sensors, making it possible to raise the 
doors upwards and inwards without 
dinging surrounding cars. Since they are 
completely out of the way, getting in and 
out from either side is dead easy, even in a 
garage with a low ceiling. 

The Tesla Model X also innovates seating 
with a 7-seater setup that offers easy 
access to the rear bench even if you have 
kids in their car seats. Eton Musk, who 
has twins, explained that he designed this 
feature to lower the physical stress of 
carrying kids in and out, as well as moving 
them around when other passengers need 
to get in. 

The Model X has a medical grade HEPA 
filter that removes pollen, bacteria, viruses, 
and pollution from cabin air. It is said to be 
as germ-free as a hospital operating room. 
Musk added a bioweapons defense mode, 
which creates positive pressure inside the 
cabin to protect occupants. 


that can also haul bikes, 
skis, and various other 
accessories using smart 
suction and magnetic 
add-on devices is a real 
feat. The Model X can also 
pull 5,000 pounds, which 
means it has the torque 
and pulling power of a 
larger, more powerful 
Jeep or pickup truck. 

That all these remarkable 
automotive innovations 
is available in one vehicle 
is quite amazing. We can 
only hope that some of 
these features make it 
down the line to more

The cost of crude oil per 
barrel has fallen from $100 
to below $50 today, which 
is the same rate as 10 years 
ago. However, we are not 
that fortunate to see the 
cost of fuel lowered as fast 
or as much as we expect it 
to be. It depends on a lot of 
factors, but in the end, we 
are still charged for what 
the market can pay for. 

So, while we sort out 
the mass transport 
systems (the infrastructure 
needed to alleviate traffic 
congestion and boost the 
economy), what can we 
do to help improve the 
worsening global 
warming condition?

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The first thing I would do is to get a good car 
that will answer the following: 

• Provide a safe and reliable commute 
for all the needs of the family 

• Provide the best fuel efficiency to 
stretch my hard-earned pesos 

• Give me the peace of mind that there 
will be no mechanical problems 
encountered along the way 

• Make my world less stressful and 
hopefully make me healthier 

If you are not able to buy a car now 
for whatever reason, please consider 
maintaining your present car and tuning 
the nut behind the wheel— meaning you. 

The car will only be able to do so much, but 
it is the person driving who will eventually 
decide on what rate of fuel efficiency the 
car can achieve. 

Here are some of my basic fuel eco driving 
tips that have helped my team and I win 
Media Eco Runs recently: 

Prepare yourself mentally. Everything 
starts with a proper mindset. Make sure you 
have made the decision to become an eco- 
friendly and safe driver. You will be amazed 
at how everything follows when you have 
psyched yourself up. 

Give yourself a lot of time. The worst thing 
to do is chase an appointment because you 
will never be able to practice eco driving. 
With our traffic jams now, it is quite a 


challenge to get to Makati from Quezon City 
in an hour. So make sure you don't put too 
many things on your calendar. 

Plan your trip. Try to get appointments 
closer to each other. I have always asked my 
friends to meet at a convenient place and 
then suggest to meet halfway if it's too far. 

Download and use navigational apps. 

I have Waze, Google Maps, and MMDA apps 
on my smartphone. I always check ahead 
where the traffic is bad and look for detours 
around it. It will also be good to familiarize 
yourself with the city streets even while you 
follow online maps. It helps to remember the 
names of the streets you pass by. Reviewing 
routes you take can help you find a better 
route on your next trip. 


Be as smooth as possible when you 
drive. Always treat the accelerator pedal 
as if there was an egg between it and your 
foot. A lot of new cars have accelerators 
that are electronically actuated and are 
very sensitive to pressure. Always try to 
remember to keep that imaginary egg 
intact and avoid getting it cracked. 

Always use the real time fuel mileage 
indicator. One of the better features in a 
new car is the real time mileage display, 
which is sometimes hidden from normal 
view. Make sure you understand how it 
works and stay in the most economical 
mode possible when driving. Gauge how 
your current mileage compares with 
your eco one so you can gauge your 
improvements every day. 
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Understand your auto transmission. 

It is almost a necessity to have an 
automatic car in Metro Manila. But 
elsewhere, it's always more efficient 
to drive a manual transmission. Not all 
transmissions are the same and you have 
to learn the small differences of each. 
Sometimes the overdrive ratio cannot be 
engaged when you are in Manual or Sport 
mode. Other times you have to press a 
button to use it. Generally, I find that cars 
offer better mileage when you actually shift 
it manually rather than letting the computer 
do it for you. 


Use the iStop function or do it yourself. 

Another feature that is worth using is the 
iStop function, which shuts down the engine 
when you are stopped in traffic. If your car 
doesn't have one, manually turn off the 
engine when you think you will be stopped 
longer than 10 seconds. If it is crawling, 
better disengage the iStop, so you don't use 
more fuel by starting it every time it moves. 


Adjust your air con temperature 
to the highest comfortable setting. 

The biggest drain on an engine's power is 
the air conditioning system. It consumes 
as much as 10 percent more fuel when it is 
on. However, it is so hard to live without air 
conditioning and the least we can do is set 
the temperature as high as possible that we 
can bear. On the contrary, set the blower 
settings to the lowest possible.^

ne man's trash is another 
man's treasure, they say.

An artist with a necronnancer's touch, 
Paco Pili is capable of resurrecting even 
the oldest throwaway wares and turning 
them into stylish, functional pieces.

Everyday gadgets: 

Cellphone, camera, GoPro Hero3, and Haribon Foundation’s Biodiversity 
on Wheels (BOW) van 

What gadgets do you have on your workstation? 

Whenever I implement a BOW program in schools and communities, 
my usual workstation includes a big TV, a laptop, big speakers, my GoPro 
Hero3, and my lecture on Philippine biodiversity. 

Most used apps on your phone? 

Right now, it would be maps.me because it helps me navigate and 
remember the places that the BOW van has visited. 

In what other ways do you help the environment? 

[I] choose to live a sustainable lifestyle [by using] containers when buying 
food, choosing to walk for short distance travels, eating local, doing nature 
activities, and biking to work, among others. 

Ah, biking. Some of us in Speed are embracing the lifestyle as well. 

I join co-Haribon employees in their bike rides for exercise, company, 
and the feeling of freedom. I have a folding bike, which I got from my 
sister, and it has gone to places like Commonwealth, Philipp’s Sanctuary, 
and even conquered Timberland. I plan to join folding bike trips soon. 

What makes up your biking gear? 

When you bike, you just have to wear a helmet, bring a lot of courage, 
and always stay alert. 


3D printing is very new in the market. What got you to seriously dive into 
it so early? 

I felt that 3D printing is something so revolutionary and innovative, 
and our country is still lagging behind in the widespread use of this 
technology. I saw that it is an opportunity for me to be one of the first 
few people here doing 3D printing, so I just went right in and hoped that 
I could spread more awareness about its use in the Philippines. 

Walk us through your typical designing and 3D printing routine. 

All you need to have is a 3D model design you want to be printed, a 3D 
printer, and a spool of plastic filament material for printing. The 3D model 
can be created through most 3D modeling software such as CAD, Maya, 
Sketch Up, and such. Generally, 3D printers require the 3D model file to 
be in “.stl” format which is easy to “export as” now in most 3D software. 
You can make the 3D model yourself if you know how or [you can] hire 
someone to make it for you. 

How can 3D printing be a more environment-friendly alternative? 

There are lots of material wastes in 3D printing, but there have been 
new innovations in 3D printing geared toward a plastic material called 
PLA, which stands for “polylactic acid.” PLA is actually a biodegradable 
thermoplastic based on cornstarch and other renewable sources. This 
material is quite common now, affordable, and widely used by most 
people doing 3D printing. There are also new machines coming out in 
the future addressing the problem of plastic waste by grinding the waste 
and melting them back into a reusable filament form for 3D printing. 
Hopefully, 3D printing will generate zero percent waste in the near future. 


Are you eyeing a gadget to add to your gear? 

I want to have a waterproof phone with a good camera so that I can 
capture moments in the water and on wet days. 


Speaking of phones, what app would you want developed if you had 
the chance? 

I remember conceptualizing the Online/Offline Wildlife Citizen’s Report 
App (OW CRApp) with Haribon to improve the management and sharing 
of data on wildlife trafficking by providing a platform for the general public 
to share sightings of questionable wildlife activities in their area. With the 
gathered data from the general public, we can map poaching hotspots 
and trafficking routes that will guide government and concerned agencies 
on arresting these law violators. I’m still hoping that somebody will fund 
Haribon to implement this program. 




A noble cause, if you ask us. Being the 
expert, what do you think is the biggest 
environmental problem in our country? 

Among the biggest environmental problems 
I have observed are apathy and ignorance. 
Most humans have detached themselves from 
the environment, not knowing that everything 
we need to survive comes from it. 


That sounds very promising. If you can 3D print anything using any 
material, what would it be? 

I think it would most probably be food, which is actually a reality now. 
Can’t wait to print my own pizza in the next few years with a food printer! 

Please promise to invite us over when you have pizza ready! When 
hanging out in your room, what gadgets will we stumble upon? 

My Bose SLII speakers, earphones, iPhone, Microsoft Surface Pro, 
and a 3D printer. (I don’t have a TV or gaming console in my room, 
unfortunately.)

YOU MAY NOT BE AWARE BUT YOU 
GENERATE FILTHY STUFF THAT HARMS THE 
ENVIRONMENT EVERY TIME YOU OLEAN 
YOURSELF UP. 


Fifty five Filipinos die every day because they 
don’t have access to improved sanitation, 
as reported by the National Sewerage and 
Septage Management Program (NSSMP). 

Flalf of the Philippines’ groundwater supply 
is contaminated due to poorly constructed 
septic tanks, according to a 2009 study by the 
Asian Development Bank. 

Do you still want to get your water from a 
deep well? 

Diseases that cause illnesses and death 
breed rapidly due to this lack of proper 
sanitation facilities. This is why the United 
Nations, together with the world’s major 
development agencies, have given special 
attention to the sanitation problem by 
including it in the world’s Millennium 
Development Goals (MDGs). 

This is a problem that can only be solved if 
everybody understood the root cause and its 
devastating effects. 

WHAT IS WASTEWATER? 

Wastewater is water that has become unfit 
for consumption or reuse. It is technically any 
water that has degraded in quality because of 
direct or indirect contamination by humans. 
Yes, humans only. 

We generate domestic wastewater when 
we brush our teeth, take a shower, flush 
the toilet, wash the dishes, and wash the car. 
The chemicals we use in cleaning our bodies 
pollute the water. The food residue from used 
plates contains oil and grease that make 
water yucky. Kadiri. 

We generate agricultural wastewater 
when we raise cattle, farm for eggs, build 
fishponds, and irrigate the rice fields. 

Animal wastes and fertilizers make the water 
unpleasant to be recycled or reused. 

Fleavy rains contribute to stormwater 
that is collected by street drainage 
systems. Flowever, small pieces of trash 
and dirt are also sucked into the 
underground pipes, making stormwater 
another wastewater source. 


By building 
factories, 
we generate 
industrial 
wastewater 
that is too 

dirty to touch. In fact, you could say it’s not 
water anymore. 


By building crowded cities with dirty slums, 
we have perfected the art of converting 
clean, natural water into a form of waste. 

And so it goes that the more water we use, 
the more wastewater we generate! 

CLEANING UP OUR ACTS 

In Metro Manila, clean water is pumped into 
our homes by Manila Water and Maynilad. 
One pipe may lead to our toilets, and another 
to the kitchen and other parts of the house. 

What happens when you flush the toilet? 
Ideally, the wastewater should lead to the 
septic tank hidden underground. Inside the 
tank, solids settle to the bottom and scum 
floats to the surface. Bacteria develops inside 
the tank and decomposes the solids. 





A clearer water should be found floating in 
the middle part. This goes through another 
pipe and drains out to the soil around the 
tank. The impurities are trapped in the soil 
while the rest of the water seeps to the 
ground, to be evaporated by the sun, or to be 
absorbed by the roots of the trees. 

The tank eventually fills up. It is 
recommended to call your water utility to 
drain your septic tanks once every five years. 
While pozo negro service providers offer to 
do this, some don’t have facilities to handle 
the waste and just dump them back into the 
rivers at night. 

In modern suburbs and developed cities, 
households connect their toilets to the 
sewerage system and eliminate the need to 
maintain a septic tank. A central treatment 
facility takes care of the wastewater. 


Meanwhile, water from the kitchen and 
other parts of the house goes to a separate 
line. Ideally, grease is trapped first under 
your sinks because oil solidifies and may 
clog up the pipes. (Think of cholesterol 
clogging up your arteries.) The wastewater 
then drains out to a pipe connected to the 
city or barangay sewer. 

WASTE FIGHTERS 

There are two ways of treating wastewater, 
and the teams doing the work are made up 
of different elements. But both teams have 
the same goal: turn wastewater back into 
water that is not harmful. 

The sun. Earth’s gravity, microorganisms, 
and the precious soil make up the primary 
team needed to clean up wastewater. 

These are used in on-site treatment 
facilities like the septic tank. While these 
elements may be very inexpensive and 
nearly free solutions, they take a long time 
to clean the wastewater. 

The secondary team is composed of 
machines. Centralized treatment plants, 
like the one built in Taguig, are very 
efficient in the treatment of huge quantities 
of wastewater on a daily basis. 

NEW ROADS TO CLEAN WATER 

The Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation 
funds programs that address sanitation 
concerns, especially in the developing 
countries of Asia. One of their 
interesting programs is the research on 
Omni processors (OP), a kind of technology 
that treats fecal sludge, which is what we 
know as poop waste. 

In Metro Manila, water concessionaires 
have started to operate modern wastewater 
treatment plants. They are also active in the 
drive to clean up major waterways like the 
Pasig River and the Estero de Paco. 

We as water consumers and wastewater 
generators should do our part and mind the 
wastewater that we produce. We need to 
connect our homes to sewerage systems 
if they are available, or build a proper septic 
tank, if not. We should call the water utility 
to desludge our tanks ASAP if there are 
problems in flushing our toilets. 

Returning water back to its natural state is 
a must for a sustainable future. 
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GET CRAFTY 

Sustainable interior design is also a key component 
in making your office space more environment-friendly 
(both physically and mentally). Take these simple, 
cost-efficient and fun renovations you can try out with 
your co-workers. 

• Go colorful on surface design. It’s a 
psychological fact!

AVOID OVERSPEEDING

TAKE A TRIP DOWN YOUR 
LOCAL SERVICE 

Out of shape car parts make 
your car engine work harder, so 
ensure that your car is always in 
top condition for it to be efficient. 

TURN OFF ENGINE WHEN NOT 
IN USE 

When you’re waiting idly by the 
roadside, you probably tend to not 
turn off the engine no matter how 
long it takes. But sometimes, 
do consider turning it off and 
going down for a stroll for a 
few minutes to avoid burning 
unnecessary fuel. Not only do you 
save Mother Earth, but you may 
also shed a couple of pounds. 

CHECK YOUR 
TIRES REGULARLY 

Always check your tire pressure 
and condition. The daily wear 
and tear plus the changing 
weather can cause your tires 
to lose pressure. Improperly 
inflated tires have more rolling 
resistance, while proper tire 
pressure can improve your gas 
mileage. Do the math and save 
your fuel. 

LIGHTEN YOUR LOAD

Watch the label 

When buying household appliances, watch for the Energy Star 
Label. Energy Star is a voluntary program by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) that grants labels to products that pass rigid 
energy efficiency tests. 

Energy Star-rated appliances are typically more efficient than their 
traditional counterparts. For instance. Energy Star refrigerators 
must be at least 20 percent more energy efficient than a 
conventional refrigerator. 

According to Energy Star, if 1 out of 1 0 homes is to use Energy Star- 
approved appliances, annual greenhouse gas emissions can be 
reduced by up to 13 billion pounds, or equivalent to the emission 
of 1.2 million cars. 

Mind the design 

Appliances also have varying designs, with some models sporting 
greener features albeit being sold at a higher price. Take inverter- 
type refrigerators and air-conditioning units for example. Although 
more expensive, inverters can adjust the compressor’s power 
depending on the needed temperature, whereas conventional 
appliances have a fixed-speed compressor that can only be turned 
on or off, consuming more electricity. 

In the washer category, front load washing machines tend to be 
more efficient than top load washers. Because of the horizontal 
configuration of the drum, front load washers typically require less 
water and energy to cover all your clothes. In addition, most front 
load washers offer more room, allowing you to wash more clothes 
in a single load. 

Be smart 

While you’re away, you can remotely control smart appliances, 
whether to turn them off in case you forgot to, increase the air 
conditioner’s temperature when you leave the room, or receive alerts 
when something is leaking. 

Smart appliances— from thermostats, to refrigerators, washing 
machines, and air conditioning units— are equipped with high-tech 
sensors and advanced algorithms. Beyond giving you control from 
your mobile device, smart devices can now record your usage pattern, 
automatically adjusting your appliances’ performance.

Worse, is your phone’s 
display too badly broken that you 
need to replace it altogether? 


If you’re dealing with minor 
scratches, you can remedy your 
problem with toothpaste or baking 
soda. Squeeze a small dot of Inon-i 
toothpaste onto a clean polishing 
cloth or cotton swab. 


Gently rub it on to the screen in a circular 
motion, and make sure you do not remove 
any surface coating. Wipe your screen 
down with a slightly damp cloth. If you don’t 
have a non-gel toothpaste, you can make 
a thick paste out of baking soda and water 
12 parts baking soda, 1 part water). Do the 
same procedure. 


Now, if your smartphone’s screen is so 
cracked, don’t fret just yet. You can still 
repair it on your own by buying kits and 
a new screen. They usually come complete 
with all the tools you need (screwdriver kit, 
specialty screw heads, and screen pry tools). 
Make sure you watch reputable repair manual 
websites such as iFixit lifixit.com) and tutorial 
videos online. 


Take note, though, that tinkering with your 
phone is risky business. There’s a chance that 
you’ll damage it even further. If you don’t feel 
comfortable opening your smartphone, don’t. 
Don ’t say we didn ’t warn you. 


You see, fixing a broken screen is like fixing a 
broken heart— it can be either fairly easy and 
cheap or extremely expensive. But rather than 
taking matters into your own hands, better 
learn to let go and have faith in other people 
(i.e., professionals). Bring your smartphone to 
a service center or repairman and find out if 
this tech love affair still has a fighting chance.

Mobility in 
Philippine folklore 

As a culture, mobility 
has been one of our 
features. In traditional epic 
literature from various 
indigenous groups around 
the archipelago, the folk 
heroes travel to different 
places, meeting challenges, 
overcoming enemies, 
and seeking the hand 
of beautiful maidens in 
marriage. 

In the Epic of Hinilawod 
from central Panay, the 
hero sets off on a distant 
voyage to win the hand of 
a beautiful and powerful 
maiden. The darangen 
of Prince Bantugan, the 
folk hero of the Maranao, 
transports his community 
on a magic shield to the 
shores of Lake Lanao in 
order to save them from the 
attacks of their enemies. 

The llokano folk hero Lam- 
ang travels a great distance 
to avenge his father's death 
and to win the hand of a 
beautiful maiden. 



Whenever 

I open my Facebook account, I get updates 
from friends and family here and abroad. 
We chat, write on each other's walls, 
post pictures and videos, and in general, 
maintain relationships with one another. 

I open my email accounts and I see notices 
of meetings, reminders of deadlines 
(including for this article!), requests for 
help, new issues of online journals that 
I subscribe to, and more. Twitter updates 
me on posts from friends and news from 
online media. 

Physical distance has separated us, yet 
the internet has sustained our contact 
with one another. Personal messaging and 
video calling (e.g., Skype, Facebook video 
calling) have supplemented face to face 
conversations, and we use these channels 
to ask to meet in the flesh with those we 
hold dear. 

Many of our communications via Facebook 
and other media are done while we move 
around. We have mobility upon mobility, 
sustaining interactions through our devices 
while we move around doing our daily 
routines. Yet at the same time, our mobility 
revolves around fixed points; we may be 
mobile, but we always refer to something 
always enduring. 


Movement and migration 
have long been part of our 
historical setting. In a recent conference on 
the history of the Spanish colonization of 
the Philippines, one of the speakers talked 
about how in the 19*'^ century, many people 
settled in Mindanao from the Visayas after 
experiencing drought in their areas. 

There are also stories of an entire 
community in Louisiana, USA, descended 
from Filipino sailors conscripted by the 
Spanish. These "Manilamen" jumped 
ship upon arrival in the New World, and 
intermarried with the local people. 

In the 20^^ century, the search for further 
economic opportunities continued to 
drive the movement of people within the 
archipelago and outside, to other countries. 
Starting from the late 1970s onward, 
mobility has become one of the major 
economic forces in the country. 

Seeking permanence 

Mobility is therefore nothing new to our 
cultures. From traditional folk literature 
to the historical past and onward to the 
present, we have always been a people 
on the move, willing to take opportunities 
wherever they present themselves, but 
always oriented toward the future and for 
the welfare of loved ones. 

The seeming paradox here is that mobility 
is driven by the sense of permanence; we 
move around in search of opportunities to 


provide for others because 
of our obligations toward 
them. 

We are moving but always 
in relation to a fixed 
point, where we know the 
people significant to us 
are at the moment, both 
geographically and socially. 
Permanence is home— 
physically and in other 
ways. Mobility is temporary; 
eventually we will go home 
or else we put our roots 
down in a new home. 

Kapwa and social media 

Facebook and other social 
media platforms have 
in many ways served to 
strengthen that mobile 
connection to fixed points. 

Across the diverse 
cultures that make up the 
Philippines, we all have 
something in common: 
the sense of being one- 
with-others, also known 
as kapwa. It is this sense 
of kapwa that drives us to 
continue seeking out and 
maintaining connection 
with others in spite of 
the physical distance 
between us. It is also kapwa 
expressed in the form of 
deeply felt obligations to 
loved ones that drives us 
to take risks in order to 
provide for them. 

Social media has become 
the electronic means 
to sustain this feeling 
of kapwa and to help us 
continue maintaining our 
obligations as well as to 
expect the same from 
others. 

Always connected 

In writing this article, 
a question was posed: "Are 
we ready for mobile living?" 

If we look at our folklore, 
our history, and our cultural 
values, we have always 
been a mobile people. The 
internet and the devices 
that enable us to access 
it have enhanced our 
connection to those distant 
and near from us. Even as 
we move physically, we are 
present virtually.
